NATIONAL ORGANIZATION AGAINS| CRIME

What Prompted United Action in This He-
spect—State Lengues of City Marshals
win e Formed-Bertils
lon Syatem Enuorseds

Naow

A couple of vears ago a noted criminal
evolved n schemo for o wholesnle robbery all
over this country. 1is laes was to form all
the erooks Into n secret rrr-n]lt-r:lli\'t.‘ orgnn-.
feation and make it almost impossible for the
police oflicials to cope with them o bring
them to justice, This man visited Chicago,
Donver, San  Francisco, Now  York and
other Inrge places, but he was nrrested  in
the enst before he could complete hils work.
The schemoe was digcovered, and preciu-
tlons were taken to frustrate any such
movement,

When the plan beeamo  known to the aif-
fovent pollee ofieors In this country, the
muagnitude of the fdes and the work that o
body of despernto and during men could ne-
complish astounded the oficers and sct
them to thinking, A few years ngo an nt-
tompt was made to form an organization
composed of the chiefs of police of the more
important eities, but the officers went into
the work in o half-hearvied manner god
no gootl results were ittalned,  Finding that
the jewelers, bankers and rallway officinls
woere organlging o protect thelir property
from thicves, the chiefs of pollee determined
toorganize for their own mutual benefit,
but iv remained for Chiol of Polico Seavey
of this vity to take the in‘tintory steps
townrd such an organization, nnd his efMorts
bave succecded heyond his expectations, As
n result of his efforts the National Chiefs of
Police unlon was ovganized,

Rewardoed His Enterpriae.

About the fivst of the present year Chief
Beavey took It upon bimself Lo open up o
correspondouce with the chiefs of polico of
the lorger cities and ascertain if they were
favorably disposed townrd his plans, He
recelved so many favorable responses that o
meeting was arvanged and held in Chicago
during  the early part of May, which
resulted in the above orgunization, " and
Chiof Seavoy was highly complimented by
being elected president of the sunion.  With
the exveption of New York City, the princi-

il cities of this country were represented
n this convention, There were: Major Me.
Claughry of Chiengo, Eldridge of Boston,
Clnck of Nashville, Crowley of San Fran-
cisco, Sonvey of Omuha, O'Meara of Pitts-
burg, Deitrich of Cincinnnti, the ehiefs from
Kt Poul. Milwankee, Momphis, St Lous,
Junsas Clity, Burlington, 1a., Orange City,
N, Leadwville, Colo, and many other
plices,

These men formed an organization which
has alvendy made itself felt and feared by
the eriminal clusses, and the cniers of police
in the capital cities throughout the country
are sow trving to form state organisations
of the chiefs, sherlffs and ofMcers of the
different. municipatities.  In  Connecticut
and Michigun suct organizations inve been
formed, and they are making it ahnost impos-
sible fora cvimoe to be cominitted and the
perpetrator mako his escape from the state.
With such an object in view Chief Seavey
has sent out n letter to uli the municipal
officers of this state inviting them to attend
i convention which wiil be held in Omaha
on December 18, This letter is os follows:

Now Forming State Leagucs.

I hnve the hooor to inform you that during
tho first mecting of the National Chiefs of
Police union, held in Chicago May 18, 19 and
20 of this present year, o resolution was
adopted requesting that the chiefs of police
and city marshals of all citles, towns and
villages 1 cuch stote orgunize o chiefs of
police union In each state, to be nuxillnr‘y to
the Mational Chiefs. of IPolice uunion. The
stiates of Mussachusetts and  Michigan have
unlreaidy orgunized these unions, wnd the
chiefs ot police of sevoral othier states are
preparing toorganize similar unions for the
purpose of general co-operation, and also
for the purpose of meeting and co-operating
with the National Chiefs of Police union,
which will hold its first annual meet-
fng at St. Louls. Mo, the tirst Tuesday n
Moy, 1804 Believing thut in “unity there
is strength,” and realizing trom eleven yoars
experionce as o police officer, how necessary
it is for universal eo-operation of the heads
of police devartnmients in the miatter of the
prevention of erime and apprehension of
crininals, I very much desire 1o see the
chiefs of police and city mavshals of Ne-
braska thoroughly and systematically or-
ganed,

The ciuzens and business men of the cities
and towns in this state naturally expect
that the polies will give them ull necessury
protection. If we are organized, know eadh
other better, and have s practical working
system with which we aee all familiar, wio
can, by taking ndvantage of this, necomplish
much more in erimingl work, whicn is in-
ereasing ench your,

With these fdens in view, I write you to
ascertiin if you will meet me In Omaha,
Wednesday, December 13, of s year, for
the purpose of forming u chiefs of police
union for the state of Nebraska. A copy of
this letter will be sont at once o tho oity
mavshuls of seventy-five cities in this state,

Let us all make n specinl effort to got to-
gether and effeot a permanent orpanizition
of which the citizens of Nebraska will have
redson to teel proud,

Polities and Policemen,

No one hus an iden how the various police
depavtments of this country are hampored
and their uscefulness handicapped through
politics, A policeman who has to de-
pend on politiciuns  for his job makes o
very poor custodian of the livesand property
of the taxpayers, as a usual thing, The
heads of the pollee departments (n cities
where the police departments are not or-
gunized under the motropotitan system
chiinge with the political complexion of the
municipul goverament, and there isnot much
of an Incentivo for these ehiefs to prepare Lo
stay in thoir positions for any great length
of time, 2

The greatest hindrance to police organiza-
tions has been the fact that muny police de-
mrtments have been controlled by polities,

Viere such huas been tho cuse those ocon-
nected with the force have had no incentive
or time to think ubout informing thomsolves
or bothering with orgaunlzation, Thoy have
Iived in an atwosphers of uneertanity, not
kvowing when n change of politics would
result i3 their removal, and have beon kept
busy “pullivg wires” to snve tholr heads.

A ohduge Is being gradually wrought,
however, Muany of the large cities have
been adopting o nonpariisan systom, and
many other cities contemplate such j move,
Ity be along tiwe \n‘!'nl'u nonpartisan

Talk of Government Coulrol

At thelr national conveotion most of the
¢hiels expressed tho hope that before wany
Years came to pass that the mlms demirt-
ments of this country would under the
vontrol of the wvationasl government and
treated o o meusure like the government
troops, only with better pay. Some of tho
lmﬂ:r countries io Europe sre patrvlled by
police oficers in the mmploy of the goveras
ment, and such o system %I'NM"I partially
in Hussla and Frasce. The most feasible
manner in which 20 protect suburban resl-
ed portions of the
uiso been the subject

0 4mong the comils-
police. The residenis in

the suburbs are exposed 1o the attacks of
burglars, sneak thisves and other criminnls
who seek the cover of dives (o the cltios and
then go out into the usprotectea districts
and ply their nefarious oceupations in the
darkness of night.

An eastorn exchange says that this ques-
tion 18 one that has many phases, and {8 just
At the present time being discussed and
f["" i goodd deal of consideration by super-
ntendonts of police, mayors ana others inter-
ested in volice affairs, 1o the end that there
is a bright possibility of a system of com-
plete pollce patrol of all territory being
formulated on n plan distinetly Amoerican
and differont from anything now existing.

The question [1aelf is an old one and has,
In & spusmodic manner, attracted the atten-
tion of diferent police oMoials for years
without any definite result or combined
netion. Nor can it be safd that a system hins
hoon formuluted In lts entirely now, though
nogrent stride has been made in thav direc.
tion,

I'he timo is ripe, and feom many signs nnd
soparate movements, all on a genoral plan,
and with the same end in view, those inter
ested In pollce business can begin to discern
the outlines of the great innovation that
is coming simply from force of clréum:
stunces

Before comblned action ean b obtainoed
pront changros will have to be brought anbout
—changos Lt many now  scout as im-
iu-shillll' und far-fotched, changes that il
ring with them complete modifieations of
municipnl and county administiation. In
muany districts these primary stages havoe
been passed oyoer, and by an accumulation of
dates and facts it swaill be geon that it I8 not
only possible, but very probable that the
chianga will eradually keep on until it be-
comes unlveraul,

Criminnds nnd the Cops,

Crimingls oftimes prey upon the citizens
Insuburbs, where they Kuow they are out of
the Jurisdiction of the practicnl thief takers
und men teainod to suppress them.  Persons
have been robbed and murdered by high-
waymoen., houses have been  burglarized,
women have been subject to assaults and
vountless unlawrful acts committed, some-
times hy professional eriminals, but more
often by men living in the distriet. who have
been enconraged to ners of viclence simiply
by knowing of the lack of protection und the
Immunity from acrest offered.,

Agnin, eriminals have lived in the suburbs
and prayed upon city residents.  After com-
mitting some ovart net they hive escaped to
the suburbs nnd  then the aty authorivies
have been handicapped in catching them
through the laok of n concerted system.,

With all the interchange of courtesies ench
department s stlll handicapped, ana the
work never has been and never ean be  done
with the degreo of satisfaction that it would
were the departments united by some ~om-
mon bond as lis been suggested by the fore-
maost police authorities i the United States,
By depavtmonts being united there is no
thought of their being  brought together as
one department in the strict sense, but by a
systemn on the same goneral plun as that hy
which these whole United States is united
—a systew of loeal government and concerted
gonern] action, and the benefits to acerue
will be plainly scen.

The ek of converted action does not alonp
hamper police departments in deahng with
criminnls in suburbs, The same stute of
uffairs exists betweon cifies. A burglar,
piclpocket or other eriminal, for instance,
operates 1 New York amd then comes o
Oinaha, He may be koown in New York
but not here,  If there was concorted action
when such o man caome to this city the
police authorities would be ready for him,
Again, the necd of more concerted wetion in
traving and capturing crininals who escape
from one city to another is felt. In the
latter regard the need of mora uniform
fugitivo and other laws reiating toeriminals
i diferent states is felt and can never be
brought about excep’ by concerted action.

The tivst step in this divection was tho in-
troduction of the Bertillon system of mens-
uring criminals, assuring their identifleation,
regurdless of pictuves or changes in appear-
ances. -

It was invented by M. Bertitlon of Parls
and wus soon introduced throughout France,
and its introduction is now graduslly spread-
ing throughout Europe.

‘I'he system wns first introduced in this
country in vhe Joliet (I11L) penitentiary, then
in Chicago, and is now used by many large
cities, and muy soon be in use in Omaha,
The use of thid system has brought police
departments closer together. Chiefs of
polico huve soen the benefits to be gained by
an interchange of information repardiog
criminals, and have furtl er realized thaot
they could be benelited in many other ways,

Endorsed by the Chiefs.

This fecling resulted in the formation at
Chicago last spring of tho Nutional Chiefs of
PPolice unlon, among its members beng
prominent chiefs of police from sll ever the
United States, The cdhicls met and ex-
ohanged fdess on many subjects, Thoy de-
cided to push the introduction of the Ber-
tillon system. They talked over plans of
more uniforn lows and agreed to assisty
each other in every way possible and much
good wus wecomplished,

Recently the ehiefs of police of Michigzan
formed a state union, Connecticut has o
state unjon and other stites are following tho
example set,and here isa part of the system:
It Is proposcd to have unions in every stato,
and iv is thought it will not be long until
they arve formed. Nebrask® necds one, und
primary efforts are already sfoot to orpanize

one,  With a union in each state they
could eloct delegntes to the nutional
bady.

‘I'his idon 1s not am originul one, exactly,
us it has been hinted at in several papors
containing police news, und has been con-
sidered and declared feasible, both ab the
meeting of the chiefs of police in Chicago
and of the Michigan chiefs In Detriol,
Fuvther, not one, but many chijefs of polive
are working to bring about this change,

The state unions will be composed of all
chiefs of police, sheriffs and otners in polive
authority, and all will ba fMoetived by the
interchange of infopmution, of ldeas and as-
sistance fn the work of suppressing erime.
They will be bousd together by bonds not
only ol sympathy, but business und social in-
Lorests,

The system contemplated goes further. [t
intends taliing in  the country, as well as
cities aud small towns, There wro now in
existence in diTerent stules many police
organizations in rural distvicts. Many of
them are county associntions. Thore are
the horse police, oz an argunization of men
banided together to stop horse stealing, In
many sections furmers have bunded together
for mutual protection. lu time gll of these
organizations may be banded together.

Fatrol for the Suburhs,

1t will be o long time before the Euglish
system of constabulary way be needed fn
this country, but somu substitute is iniperi-
tive now in wany sectlons, In Engiand
country districts are patrollod amd an officer
vendy for business can always be found,

In some sections of this country, outside of
corporate Hmits, but thickly populated, some
system of patrol 18 peedod, This miny be
brought ubout by rural organizations poy-
ing mounted men, Jv s estimated that the
cost wolld be comparatively small, and even
furmers have experioncsd the neel of some
one 4t hund reddy and with authority o set:
besides there nre wany unincorporiated dis-
tricis thickly populated by ocity residents
and these who live through the chauuels of
trade in citles,

IL 18 o possiblity that the countics may in
some instancos pay for npolice patrol, but
that is for the future.  Polico patrol in the
rural disteivts, except ndjacent to cities, is
something that may ove conmidered years
hence, but the need of police patrol on the
outskirts of cities has long been apparent.
The only drawback bhas beou to bring it
about, and how better than by an orgonizu-
tlon of the citizens in that district which
would subscribe for ana pay mounted men!

Propiring for & Club Flash,

The enormous immigration of convicts and
ticket-of-leave men Lothis country as well as
the agents of anarchistio and socinllstic socis-
ties andd such organizations as the Mufia and
Highbiuders, which have transferrad tho
scenes of their oporations to this country,
and the grest iucreass of terrible erimos
committed here by theso ¢lasses, have
awakoned the police departments 1o the fact
that thoy must be thoroughly organized in
ordey to offociually suppress these criminals
and give thom o wholesomae dread of the
llw‘l of this country,

Yo show the effccts of therough organizs-
tion sud tno efliciency of disoipline of the

lice oflcers, Chicago, durlog the World's

alr, is clted as an instunce, When the fale

became an assured fuct the crooks usnd
thieves all over the world began making
preparations to go to thav city and reap a
rich harvest frow the people who visited the
exposition. It was thon toat the manage-
meat of the fuir, seting upon toe advice of
huﬂnrwwndmll McClaughry of the Chicago
Po

ce force, begun 0 make preparations to

give these gentey s chilly rotoption, They
selected ex-lnspector Bonfleld, who has hind
A& groat deal of experience in dealing with
crooks, as chiel of the [falr police depart-
ment, Mr. Bonfleld corresponded with the
heads of the police depariments of this and
other countries and persunded them to send
their best men to the fair.

Pollee Art Exhibit,

With these men, who had a good knowl.
edge of all the criminais frum the viclnity In
which they lived, he was able to protect the
enormons crowds which visited the fair in a
most credithblo manner, 1Then Superintend-
et MoClaughry sent o trusted man to the
larger cities In this country, Canada, Mexico,
England and France to secure photographs
of the most notorions eriminals from the va-
rious rogues' gallories, He got about 7,000 of
these pletures,

After perfectinge these arrangements they
awatted the advance guard of the horda of
erooks which expected to get rich robbing
people at the fulr.  The frst of them were o
ouasily npprehended and vither fun out of the
City or sent o prason that 1t had & most dis-
couraging «fMect upon their delectable nm-
bitions, aud beyond the usunl small robberies
which arve baunid to ocour 48 long as all
peonle do not striotly obsorve the eighth
commandment, no great erimes weroe coms
mittedl, Owlng to lax inws and other con.
ditlons over whilch the police have no power,
the number of eriminals i the country Is
rapidly incroasing, and  the people are grad-
uilly nwakening to the facy, that they must
render more unssistance to che pollee, nod
thnt the police must more thoroughly organ-
lze in order to give botter protection to lives
and property.  This movement is not in s
infancy, butis moving forward with pleas-
Ing rapidity, and Nebraska will soon bo
among the st of the states to become thor-
oughly organized in this manner. Much good
Is expected from the offocts of the coming
convention.

Midway is being destroyed. It s a de:
serted, dilnpidated place. 1ts charms ana
ita curious people are gone. It ls in pos-
session of the wrecker, Vandals are pulling
down the odd houses that helped show the
visiting milllons the life und habits of the
people of other lands,  Very soon the inter-
national street will be but o memory.
Few go fnto the street now, says the Chl-
cago Herald, None of the gates from the

city are open and dceross the entrance
fromn the park is o high bourd fence,
At the park goate o Columbian  guard

stonds who will let no one enter, and even

thoe remuiming innbabitants of tho  Plai-
sance who get outside have hard work
getting back 1o their abodes. They must

nave passes or convinee the guard thav it is
right they shiould puss, and this Is wany
times hard work. Not many others puass
within, and, by the Interforence of the pow.
ers, are thereby suved  from the melancholy
remembrance o visit to the streer would
leave,

Men of the west, who work for a stated
sum por day and are frugal and caleulating,
have taken the place of the careloss enstern-
ors whi eared but for the present, The re-
sorts in Midway have been given into their
hands and within a month they will not only
be leveled to the ground, but all the material
will huve been carted away. The despoilers
are working rapidly, and long before the ex-
hibits in the buildings of Jackson fark have
been all removed their work will be done,

The ploce presented a sad sight. The lone-
someness was in marvked cootrast with the
gayety of last summer, and the wrecker's
haummer told that the last party had been
entertained there.  The picturesqua walls
of Old Vienna and its wenther stained
roofs and quaiut shops were being destroyed
as ruthlessly na were clties In the time of
the original town. Men  with pickaxes
made the musie in the enclosure instead of
4 bund of proressiontl musicianns.  Theoy
quickly destroyed the allusion made by the
ola architecture by opening the way for a
sight without. ‘Phe staff was tumblad into
n big pile in the middle of the enclosure,

All avound Oud Vienna the work of destrue-
tion is going on. The ice railroad, which ex-
tends behind it, is alveady robbed of its
superstructure and the bare posts alone re-
main, Teams ure drawing the timbers away
and but little remains to tell of the joliy
coasting on ice it afforded when the mercury
was in the nincties,  Across the streot men
are knocking bonrds off the fence thab
borders the Ameriean Indian villnge, and
spoiling the painting that might not have
been of sufficient merit to puss muster with
the jury ol installation of the fine arts de-
partment, The Indinons themselves huve
gone to other ficlds of industry, leaving their
Midway residence for white people to de-
stroy. ‘U'bis duty the pale faces are perform-
ing with as much thoroughnoss as did the
former destroyers of Indian homes, and the
red men will not have been loug in the land
of the sunset before thelr last traces in
Midway nre obliterated.

The punorama of the voleano Kilaues s
nothing but o shell, The cauvas that hune
on its walls, showing the fiery crater of
Howail's preat furnace, has been volled up
and the work of taking down the structure
is now being pushed and will be completed
within the tume presceibed. Up the street
men are at work on the Lapland village,
and the abode of the ostricites has been in-
vuded,

Robvert Levy's big Turkish colony has left
for the domnin of the sultan, It was the
Inrgest villuge in the street, containing 450
of the davk slthined men,

Mr. Levy had planned an nuction to als-
pose of the goods, but his plans weroe inter-
fored  with by President  Higinbotham.
Consequently Mr. Lovy will not take with
him o kindly memory of the exposition's
president,  The work of shipment will be
expensive and will reduce the profits of the
villuge,

By the lagt of next week the Libby glass
factory will be vemoved, This wus one of
the most extensive fentures of the street,
Alveady the machinery is ull in pieces and
packed, and the work of tearing down the
building will commence immediotely. ‘I'he
compuny hoped to sell the plant for ve-
moval to some town unxious for more fac-
tories. Several offers woere recerved, but
Lthe sile was made impossible by the it o
the thne for yemovul,

The building in which the diver went to
the bottom of the sen Is entirely down, 8o
is the one within which was tho Colorado
goldt mine, ‘The big house that coutained
the panorams of the Swiss Alps is being
robhed of the filleree work that ornamented
it face. The Japanese hive begun the de-
struction of thelr bazuar, These little folk
ure ovidently sotisfied witn their visit heve,
s on the dooris o sign that reads: “No,
Seo you ab the next fuir, No,™

The Hindoo jugglers are among the

reminders who are stitl in Midway, Thoy
g0 to Californin to attend the Midwinter
fudr, and  they hope to swell the protits of
their American tour, Work will begin at
onee on Lhe desteaction of thelr Hitle butld-
lugs,  The Moorvish paluee, the Persian
mliee, the bulldiogs in Calvo, the Javanesoe
1its and the Ieish vilinges remain intact, bud
they presont o sorrowful appearasce. Thoir
signs are dilapidated ana the weather has
left its muorks about thele doors nnd en-
trances. The Javaness people ave gone, hay-
Ing by this time redached Sin Francisso.

The German villuge will not he destroymsd
until the articles in the museum arve sold,

With the exception of the workmen the
sourco of pleasure to millions is pravtically
desorted.  1ts stiliness |s broken only by the
whaoks of the hammer and the ax, And
above it all the Fercis wheel stitl goes round
and round.

BISAIOP WALDEN AT TRINITY,

Homan and Divine Sides of the Life of
Christ Compared,

Bishop Walden of Cincinnatl occupled the
pulplt at the Trinity Mothodist Episcopal
church in Kountze Place yestorday morning.
The bishop [ an sloquont speaker, who hnd no
trouble in commsnding the closest attention
of his auditors. He talked in a plain  minn
nor without attempting fowery oratory, dnd
his gestures wore without astentation. The
bishop was greeted by a large audicnce, and
his subject was on the lifo history of Christ
and the lesspng to be learned therefrom.

Bishop Walden spoke of the human and
divine sides of the Hile of Josus Christ, ana
in comparing them ho thought that & too
close study of either nature made Chreistiun
veople overlook the othes In fin elogquent
manner he dellnosted  the sufferings of
Christ wn ordere that He might be the Preinee
ol Salvation for nll veople,

“When He suffered the agony of n crucl
death on the eross,” remarked the bishop,
it was the will of God that His Son shonld
kiow of the sufferings to which His eml-
dren are subjected.  rom the (ofancy of
Christ to the thwe when He wont forth us a
minister of the gospel we pre allowed o
casional glimpses of His life, but there are
many things that do uot seem to be recorded
in the history of His evenuful cavecr, Wenre
given glimpses of Him as o child, ns o youth
and as a Savior,

“The object of this study Is to bring yvou
closer to Cheist as o triend to whom we
can all turn during our trials and tribin-
tons, Christ's sufferings were of o discl
‘llirl'll’)’ charaeter, snd oln's should  be also,

towas needful that 2heist shoulld come in
contact with these human  experletices in
order that He might koow our trinls, He
was made nequainted with fearful and dark
scones bofore He was made Captain of our
salvation, Mo suffered sore temptation, but
He came out a perfoet Man, and after a full
trinl Goa said: “Uhis is My Son, In Whom
Fam well plenswd.!

“In your own lives you have had experi-
ences for which you could not acconnt. ‘I'his
Is & sort of advoersity to whiieh all people nre
subjectod, Pure men and womien  shrink
from evil, but here was our Savior bhroupnt
into contiuct with all kinds of evil, and Ho
came out holy and uncontaminated. There
are many beautiful lessons to be learoed in
the history of Christ, ang wa may voad it
ovar and over and receive new thoughts of
His grentness. He was sorely temptod many
thmes, but 1o did not use the great power
vested in Him.  Ho only did this to supply
the neods of others, and when He was chigl-
Ienged by on adversary o a tantalizing wiy
to show His power, by turning stoues into
bread, Ho refused. and in the course of time
overcamoe this adveraary, through the will of
our Heaveanly Father.”

The bishop deseribed the greatest tempta-
tlons of Christ, and spoko of the sublime
simplicity of Llis answers to His adversn-
ries.  “God hus endorsed prosperity,” sald
the bishop, “and e has given us such con-
ditions that if wo put a small sced in the
fertile soil it is veproduced wn hundred fola,
I hope that the lessons to ba lenrned in the
history of Christ will help us all to bear
with the many contentions which constantly
confront us, Christ entered into all of our
exparionees—inte our joy, sorrow, want and
prosperity—so  that He could know our
whole lives. By these experiences He was
made poerfect,

“The end of a Christian life is glory, but
too many times do we look 4t it as o crown,
and o life of eternnl blisa, A Christian life

ris pervaded with glory, ponce and joy, nover
ending, and eventually ends in a grand burst
of glory, The ovringing of the soul to glory
is 0 progressive one, God brings His sons to
eternal grace step by step, telling them all
the time to come up higher and share in the
atonement which  He has accomplished
through Christ's sufferings. o is waiting
to enter into a compact with us all. As an
elder brother He says, give Me your heart,”

At the close of the services Bishop Wulden
remarked that he hnd assumed the re-
spopsibility of an indebtedness of 18,000 in
order to help out tho school establishied by
his church at Nashville, and that while he
was not soliciting contributions from the
congregation, he thought some of the mem-
bers who have enjoyed the fruits of pros-
Em'll._v ina greater mead than had he, might

ceome moved to assist him in paying the
obligation. Last night the bishop nddressed
a large audience in the South Tenth Street
Methodist Episcopal chiureh.
